22, Lord’s day. One of the severest 
privations we experience here, is the 
want of publick worship and gospel or- 
dinances. ‘To supply this loss in part, it 
is our custom’to fead an approved sermon 
on Lord’s day morning, and to pray to- 
cether. To-day, Mrs. Boardman and | 
have united in commemorating our dear 
Redeemer’s dying love, at his last table. 
Although only two in number, we trust 
we had some enjoyment of the presence 
of our beloved Saviour. We experi- 
enced in a degree what Paul meant wheo 
he suid, ‘* the love of Christ constraineth 
us.” I desire that the love which Christ 
has manifested towards sinners may con- 
stitute the main spring of my actions, and 
be the governing, controlling principle 
of my life. 

Aug. 3. Twenty-five or thirty persons 
have visited us to-day. Although they do 
not all come for the purpose of obtaining 
Christian instruction, yet they afford us 
an opportunity of saying something about 
Christ, which they generally listen to with 
attention Some come for the express 
purpose of being instructed ; and when we 
tell them we know but very little of their 
tanguage, they reply, ‘‘do speak to us 
according to your ability.”’ If, at any 
time, they do not readily comprehend our 
words again and again, till they understand 
us fully. 

The other day, Mrs. Boardman and 
myself took our little babe and walked out 
to the road. Ina few moments, more 
than sixty children, all, | judge, under 
twelve years of age, gathered around us. 
O how we longed to be imparting to them 
the saving truths of the gospel! Indeed, 
no one, who has not been in similar cir- 
cumstances can (tell how a missionary feels 
when hundreds and thousands around bim 
ave perishing for lack of knowledge, with 
no one to point them to the Saviour. A 
fire is shut up in his bones, he straggles 
to give it,vent in language, but his tongue, 
chained in silence, cannot perform its of- 
lice. Such, at least, have been our fee- 
lings for some time past. May the Lord 

listen to this people ! 

4. Early this morning, a respectable 
Borman, who has been attending for some 
time on the preaching o! the brethren at 
Amherst, came to see us. He affords 
considerable evidence of change of heart. 
He has spent some time with us, conver- 
sing on the Christian religion, which, he 
says, he intends soon to profess by bap- 
lism. 

As I was passing through the Bazar to- 
day, | met with one of the Burman mer 
chants, to whom I had given portions of 
the Scripture, Jaly 21. He accosted me 
very respectfully, and said, “ Teacher, 
there are some things in the books you 
gave vs which I do not fully understand. 
What is meant by angels.’’ .1 told him 
they were spiritual beings whom God had 
created, and who stood around the throne 
of God to execute his commands. He 
seemed satisfied, and inquired what was 
meant by baptism. While I was telling 
him, our interview was interruppted ; but 
he said he would come to the house and 
receive further instruction. lam rejoiced 
to find that he has read the book I gave 
lim, with so much attention. Who 
knows bat that he may be brought by it 
lo the knowledge of the trath ?

While he was here. the 
headman of the village also came; and 
these two, together with our Barman 
teacher, who seems to be inquiring, en- 
tered into some particular discussion of 
the Christian history and doctrine,- In4 
the midst of the discussions, how great 
was my joy on looking out and seeing 
brother Judson walking up towards the 
house. It is now probable that we shall 
all be settled together at this place. 

My dear partner and myself are now 
applying ourselves closely to the Burman 
language, we hope with some success.

The letter, of which the following is an ex- 
tract, from Mr. Leslie to a relative in Eng- 
land, was dated the 15th of April, 1827. 

‘«‘ There is at this time an unusual degree 
of excitement among the Hindoos, on the 
subject of Christianity. In one of my 
cold day excursions, I entered a village 
about three or four miles off. About a 
month ago I was visited by a man of the 
village who had seen methere. His mind 
seemed to be in a very bewildered state : 
he talked in such a way that I thought 
him a little insane. I told him of the love 
of Christ. He left us, taking with him a

till yesterday, when he appeared again 
He had been reading the tract ; fe

mind. He seems fixed, and has invited 
me to the village, to make known the 
riches of salvation.

LATEST FROM MR. WOLFF. 


From accounts in the Jewish Expositor for | 
March, it appears that Mr. Wolff had relin- 
quished his intention of visiting the interior of 
Africa, and solicited permission to travel in the 
Turkish Eopire. iis letters are dated at 
Smyrna, Dec. 28 to Jan. Ist, where he arri- 
ved from Malta, Dec. 20th.

SPECIAL INFLUENCE AT A BAP- 
TISM. 


The following is an extract of a Letter 
from the Rev. Elias Hurlbut, Pastor of 
the Baptist Church in New Haven and 
Weybridge, Vt, dated April 26, 1828. 


There is an increasing attention to re- 
ligious things in our town and vicinity, 
‘aud we hope it will continue to increase. 
In Weybridge, we are much encouraged. 
|| had the pleasure of baptizing in the 
primitive mode, two, last Lord’s day, who 
have but recently experienced a change 
of heart, and 1 expect soon to baptize a 
number more.

A pleasing circumstance recently took 
place in Crown Point, N. Y. on the shore 
of the Champlain Some time in the 
month of January last, I sent on an ap- 
pointment over to that place, knowing the 
situation of the church, that it was desti 
tute, and surrounded with a powerful in- 
fluence against it According | went on 
the last of January, and preached, in the 
afternoon and evening, to a very large 


intent that he might be returned to his 
own country. On applying to Mr. F. he 
agreed to give bim up without any com: 
pensation, conditioned that be should not 
enjoy his liberty in this country. I in- 
formed the President of the result of my 
inquiry, and a few weeks ago received a 
letter from Mr. Clay, asking of me to 
complete the agency, and to send Prince 
on to Washington City, for which purpose 
I was authorized to draw for a sum of 
money necessary to defray the expenses 
of his journey, and to clothe him if neces- 
sary. But the poor old man, when the 
news was communicated to him that he 
was to be free and returo to his country, 
where he 1s, we bave no doubt, a lawful 
king (of a country called Timboo,) he 
looked at the old companion of his slave 

ry, the mother of his nine children—he 
could not agree to part with her. She 
too—how could she part with him! She 
wished to follow him to the end of the 
world. What was to be done? I had 
no authority to interfere as to her, and | 
felt almost grieved that I had taken a sol 

itary step in the business, believing that 
the separation of the old couple would no 
doubt accelerate the death of both.—How- 
ever, it rejoices me to tell you Isabella 
is with Prince—they will both call and 
see ‘‘ Miss Jane,”’ asthe old man, you 
recollect, always called you. I applied 
again to Mr. Foster, who is a truly amia- 
ble and worthy man; he could not find 
in his heart to separate his old and faith- 


Was it a timid character which Christ de- 
signed to form. when he sent his disciples 
through all the world to propagate his re- 
|ligion? They were to penet-ate into ev- 
ery country: they were to address men 
of every nation, and tongue, and language : 
they were to expose themselves to bun- 
ger and nakedness, to ridicule and insult, 
to persecution and death. None of these 
things must deter them: they must ever 
be speaking the word of life, however it 
may be received, and to whatever dan. 
gers it may expose them. They must: 
hazard all for the propagation of truth and 
righteousness in the world. 

The lives of Christians have, in num- 
berless instances, displayed the efficacy 
of these divine principles. Can such in- 
stances of active exertion, of persevering 
labour, of patient suffering, be adduced, 
as those which have been displayed by 
the true disciples of Jesus Christ? That 
they make not the noise of those who sack 
cities, anu desolate countries, and spread 
far and wide the work of desolation, is 
certainly not to their dispraise. Their 
method of reforming the world and meli- 
orating the condition of man, is not by 
brute force, but by implanting in the heart 
the sentiments of knowledge and good- 
ness: the frait will be certain felicity. 
Christianity does all her work, and effects 
all her purposes, by means of principles :
